Kaiser Karl Der Grosse, the cruiser 
Prinz Heinricn,' with a displacement of 
8,881 tons, and four small cruisers, the 
Thetis, Ariarlno, Medusa and Amazone, 
each of 2,660 tons. Five battleships, 
one armored cruiser and one gunboat 
are building, and two battleships, one 
armored cruiser and three protected 
cruisers will be placed under contract 
during the present year.

damages and support. The father of 
the dead negro Is a Baptist minister. 
He said he had written to a number of 
influential friends in Kansas and Mis- 
souri in an endeavor to raise money to 
prosecute the case. 


Spain Protests. 


Madrid, Jan. 31. — The government 


has made representations to the Vati- 
can regarding the possible transfer to 
Spain of the French congregations 
which will be ousted from Franca on 
the passage of the law of associations 
now before the French chamber of 
deputies. The Liberals and Republic 
ans are already protesting against the 
prospect of such an increase in the 
orders, which are now more numerous 
in Spain than in the last century.

London, Jan. 31.—The procession in 


this city in connection with the late 
queen's obsequies will, as indicated 
by orders from the war office, be a 
gorgeous military pageant. Detach- 
ments of 40 regiments, with almost 
an equal number of distinctive uni- 
forms, embracing all arms of the serv- 
ice, will make a constantly changing 
picture. The uniforms of all the great 
armies of the world will appear, for, 
in addition to the brilliant entourages 
of the visiting kings and princely en- 
voys', there will be the military at- 
taches of the embassies and legations. 


The residents of this big city are just 


awakening to the full proportion of the 
obsequies and the result of days of 
mourning, which to numerous trades- 
men and others means absolute closure, 
is causing consternation. Suddenly to 
stop industry in the United Kingdom 
and to turn the masses into the streets, 
with millions hoping to concentrate 
along the two miles of the route of the 
procession, is an undertaking which 
has begun to 'be fully appreciated by 
the police; but the public of London 
IB dismayed to find that all the great 
markets, CoVent Garden, Smithfield 
and others, where the food of the me- 
tropolis is supplied, are to be abso- 
lutely closed at the end of the week.
